Tlioutauda of gwallowi Came Down Fr*M 


the Upper Air. 


Many birds, large and small, take their 


longer migratory flights at a great eleva- 
tion. A very striking Incident of such a 
journey through the upper air is narrated 
by a correspondent of tbe London Time*. 
Flocks of swallows'equally innumerable 
are to be seen in late summer and early 
autumn along the Atlantic ooast of the 
United States, but it Is a fortunate ob- 
server who catches them In the act of drop- 
ping from tbe sky. 


It was u dark, dripping evening, and 


the thick osier bed on Chlswick eyot was 
covered with wet leaf. Between 5 nnd 0 
o'clock immense flights of swallows and 
martins suddenly appeared above the il- 
land, arriving, not in hundreds, but in 
thousands and tens of thousands. 


The air wii< thick with them, and their 


numbers increased from minute to min- 
ute. 
I'art drifted above in ul'iudu, twist- 


ing round like. Mint in a smoke wreath. 
'1 hmi-aiKln kept »\ve>*piliK JUKI over the 
tii]i~ uf the \\illo\vs, skimmiug HO thickly 
chat iho sty l&u was almost blotted out 
for tho height of from three to four feet. 
The quarter from which these armies ol 
swallows came was at first uudisooverable. 
They might have been hatched, like gnats, 
from the river. 


In time I discovered whence they came. 


They were literally "dropping from tbe 
sky." Tho Mocks wero traveling at a 
height at which thoy wero quite invisible 
in thu cloudy air, and from minute to 
minute they kept dropping down into sight, 
nnd BO porpeudicnlr,rly to the very surface 
of tho river or of tho eyot. 


One of the flocks dropped to the lawn 


on the river bank on which I stood. With- 
out exaggeration I may say that I saw 
them fall from tho sky, for I was looking 
upward and saw them when first visible 
as descending speck". The plunge was per- 
pendicular till within ten yards of the 
ground. 


Soon tho high Hying crowds of birds 


drew down and swept for a few minutes 
lowo\nr ihu willim>, ftoiii oixl to end of 
the e \ o t , w i t h » Milind like the rn-.li of 
wiiicr in a hydr.uilir pipe. Th«n hy a com- 
mon impulse 1 ho who)*.- nmhs s<»lth;d down 
Hula end tu und uf thu island upon the 
tmlers. The bushes iu the center of the eyot 
were blnuk with swallows, like the black 
blight on beans. 


Next morning, at half past 6 o'clock, 


every swallow was gone. In bolt an hour's 
watching not a bird was seen. Whether 
they wunt on during tbe night or started 
al dawn 1 know not. Probably tho latter, 
for Gilbert White onco found a heath cov- 
ered with such a flock of migrating swal- 
lows, which did not leave till the SUM dis- 
pelled the inlets.

The boundary between the first and

TIME'S MANY CHANGES. 


Death of William P. Walker Recalls 


Events of Past Fifty Years. 


The recent death of William P. Walk- 


er, who had for more than fifty years 
been the leading tailor of this city, with 
a place of business on Market square, 
recalls to the memory of one of the old- 
er citizens that of the men who wero 
doing business in their own names on 
Market street fifty years ago—nine- 
tenths of the business of the city was 
then transacted on that street—not one 
is in business today, and only seven of 
them now living, the list beiug as fol 
lows, writes J. P. Miller in the Boston 
Sunday Globe: 


John Woodman Moses, tailor, at No. 


8; James Chaplain Carr, boots aud 
shoes, 11 1-2; Samuel P. Treadwell, 
cabinet maker, 3>; Lewia A. Bruce, 
painter, 49; John H. Wells, grocer, 52; 
Samuel Howe, grocer, 00; Joseph H. 
blacksmith, 112. Mr. Carr is now a 
resident of Salem, and Mr. Biuoe of 
Lynn, where he lives with his son. The 
others are all highly respected residents 
of Portsmouth, and all long retired 
from participation in active business. 


There is no person now in business 


on Market square who was there fifty 
years ago, William P. Walker having 
been the last one. William H, Rollins, 
attorney at law, whose office was then 
at 11 Market square, is still in business, 
but his office is in Franklin block, Con 
gross street.
